Charles Gold. 
The man who hired 
Salvatore 
Spitale and Irving Bitz as his un­ 
derworld agents in the kidnapping 
promised "a clean city.” 
"There will be no repetition," 
Chief Rosner said, “of what hap­ 
pened last summer when the dis­ 
trict attorney had to send state 
troopers hidden in hearses to raid 
thq gambling joints here.” 
Rosner brings to his office no pre­ 
vious experience as a policeman. He 


has been a member of the city's fire 
department, however. 
Rosner is 39. His principal occu­ 
pation in the past has been real 
estate promotion, although one com­ 
pany with which he was associated 
was enjoined from the sale of stock 
after an extensive investigation by 
federal and state authorities. , It 
was charged the public lost more 
than $2,000,000 in stock sales of the 
company. 
Rosner entered 
the 
Lindbergh 
case, he said, at the invitation of 
several high officials, including a 
Washington politician. 
He announced shortly before the 


Lindbergh baby was found burled in 
the woods near the Hopewell home 
that he received definite informa­ 
tion that the baby was alive and 
well.

In court 
here 
Zvonimir 
Pos- 
pishil and Ivan Rajitch were ar­ 
ranged on a charge of complicity in 
the assassinations and of carrying 
bogus passports. 
They 
were re­ 
manded to await further checking 
of 
their stories and completion of 
the indictment. They were brought 
here from Annecy. Mio Krai J, alias 
Sylvester Malny, caught two days 
ago near Medun, was en route here 
under heavy guard. 
Judge St. Paul, meanwhile, issued 
bench warrants for the arrest of 
Marie Vjuflroch, the "gun-bearer, 
and Egon Kvaternlk, the "delegate 
and go-between.

The events which led up to the 
assassinations were revived on the 
very spot where the assassin leaped 
to the running board of the limou 
sine, eight days ago, and shot and 
killed Alexander with a sub-machine 
gun.
